Our men arc leu vcieran than the DrltLsh, 
for one reason, because England woa In the 
war more than two years before wo were. If 
the fate.'! are kind, our men never will have 
time to acquire as long experience .In this war 
as the Br;tl,';h have already. But wc needn't 
worry nbout them. They will do what Is given 
them to do.
